The Impeachment Court Decided That 


Peck Perjury Charge Should Rem ain) 


In Case. 


Albany, N. Y., Ort. 16.—According 
to 
seemingly 
accurate 
information 
from the impeachment court, whoso 
final deliberations are secret, Governor 
W illiam Sulzer was found guilty of 
having made a false atg|J^iicnt of cam­ 
paign 
contributions, the charge set 
forth iu article 1. 
The seven other articles arc yet to 
be voted on. The reported vote was 
39 to is. Tho two thirds required for 
conviction is 38. A change of two voles 
would have saved the governor. 
Four court of appeals judges arc 
said to have voted not guilty-—Chief 
Justice Cullen, W illard Bartlett, W il­ 
liam K. W erner and Em ery A. Chase. 
There was no separate ballot as to 
the validity of impeachment articles 
I, 2 and 6. 
The court decided that article 4 was 
broad enough to cover the Peck testi­ 
mony in th*1 trial of W illiam Snlzer. 
The court dei ided that it was un­ 
necessary to amend the article or to 
ask tile assembly to draw a new one. 
No mention was made of the Morgen- 
thau testimony in the opinion of the 
court, which was read by Judge Cul­ 
len. 
Peck’s testimony was that Sulker 
had told him to deny contribution un­ 
der oath. 
This cleared tho decks for consider­ 
ation of the motion of counsel for the 
defense to strike out articles one, two 
and six of tin* impeachment charge!, 
on the ground that they related to of­ 
fenses committed before the governor 
took ofllee. 
The court Immediately 
went into secret session again for this 
purpose. 
The decision of the court not to 
send the Peck-Morgenthau testimony 
to tile assembly for a new article has 
caused gloom among Governor Sulzer'a 
friends, who had looked upon the pro­ 
posed action as favorable to their side 
of the case. 
Tile court’s decision was reached af­ 
ter a long debate. 
Presiding Judgo 
Cullen said. as soon as newspaper m m 
were admitted into the sonata cham­ 
ber: 
“ Gentlemen, the 
court 
announce* 
that the application to amend the ar­ 
ticle* of Impeachment has been de- 
nfed. ami the court has decided that 
article I Is broad enough to permit 
consideration of the Peck instance as a 
basis of a substantive* charge." 
\ rumor that an injunction 
had 
boon served on the state treasury to 
prevent him from paying the judges 
their $37.50 per diem salaries caused 
a flurry in the capitol. Inquiry devel­ 
oped that some voter who was not in 
accord witli the proceedings had w rit­ 
ten a letter to a Mate official demand 
ing such action.

Hebrew breth­ 
ren have asked me to bring before this 
convention a protest, voicing tho senti­ 
ments (untamed in a petition signed 
in England by the archbishop of Can­ 
terbury and by many bishops, clergy 
and laymen of the church."
